CHICAGO, April 21.—The silver men are 
in absolute control of the Democratic 
party of Illinois.

A Scouting Party Finds the 
Matabeles in Force. 
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RELIEF- A LONG WAY OFF. 


Fifteen Hundred Armed Boers Are 
Seid to Be Lurking in the Vi- 
cinity of Mafeking. 


CAPE TOWN, April 21.—Capt. Napier, 
with a force of about 200 men, left Bulu- 
wayo yesterday morning, according to a 
dispatch received here from that piace, on 
a reconnoitering expedition. The Mata- 
beles, it was then believed, had moved 
southward, away from the positions they. 


had occupied intending to intercept the 
relief corps advancing from Mafeking. But 
the — Party was surprised to find 
the enemy in great force about five miles 
northeast of Buluwayo. Napier’s command 
was fired upon and returned the enemy’s 
fire and then retreated in good order, it 
being useless for such a small body of 
troopers to engage several thousand Mata- 
— apparently well equipped with fire 

It now appears that while it is true that 
several thousand Matabeles have struck 
camp, there are enough of them remaining 
in the vicinity of Buluwayo to cause the ut- 
most uneasiness. Eighteen wagons loaded 
with provisions have succeeded in entering 
the town, but there are many mouths to 
feed and the relief corps is still a long 
way off and moving slowly on account of 
the scarcity of water and the ravages of 
the Rinderpest among the cattle. In fact, 
it is feared that a month may elapse be- | 
fore the Mafeking relief corps can reach 
Buluwayo, and a great deal may happen in 
that time.

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COL. MORRISON’S BACKWARD LOOK. 


Col. Morrison has at last put forth an 
authorized statement of his views on the 
silver question. It is printed elsewhere, 
in a Washington dispatch, and confirms 
the suspicion that Col. Morrison has been 
hunting for a straddle that will enable 
a gold standard man to run on a free sil- 
ver platform if he can get the nomina- 
tion. 

The straddle adopted by Col. Morrison 
is that concocted by 8undry United States 
Senators last winter, as a device for hold- 
ing together for a little while longer men 
whose views on the money question are 
radically opposed. It is an elaboration of 
the straddle adopted by the Chicago con- 
vention in 1892, which has been inter- 
preted by Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle 
as meaning gold monometallism, and 
which resulted in what Gov. Altgeld calls 
“bond jobbing.” If readopted in 1896, and 
Col. Morrison or any other man of his 
views were - nominated and elected upon 
it, it would be interpreted the same way 
by the Executive branch of the Govern- 
ment for another four years. 

Cols Morrison is evidently not posted 
about what is going on in the West and 
South, or he would not imagine that his | 
candidacy could be promoted by announc- 
ing a straddle at this stage. The Demo- 
crats tolerated a straddle on the money 
question in 1892 because their attention 
was absorbed by the battle for tariff re- 
form. Their eyes are open now, and there 
is not the least likelihood that any sort 
of a straddle will be tolerated at Chicago 
next July. 

The demand for definite platform utter- 
ances is practically universal. If the free 
silver men control the Chicago conven- 
tion, they will adppt a platform as ex- 
plicit and unqualified as that adopted at 
Sedalia last week. On the other hand, if 
the gold standard men control the con- 
vention, they will be encouraged by the 
free silver men to indorse the Cleveland 
bond policy and to make the most explicit 
declaration for the single gold standard 
that Messrs. Cleveland and Carlisle, with 
the aid of the international gold combine, 
can construct. ¢ 

Before the Chicago convention meets 
Col. Morrison will learn that the day of 
the straddler is past.

When he became 
President he tried to appear respectable 
by repudiating the promises made to the 
more powerful of these bosses and by 
turning his back on the tools that had 
done some of the dirty work that assisted 
him into the White House. 

When the time for opening the cam- 
paign of 1896 came the Republican bosses 
served notice on Mr. Harrison that he 
would be knifed without merey if he en- 
tered the race, 

He could not go to the people. He was 
never their sort of a man. So he wisely 
went off and drowned his ambition in 
matrimonial bliss. 

It will stay drowned so far as the St. 
Louls Convention is concerned. With 
both the bosses and the people against 
him Mr. Harrison had best reconcile him- 
self to the consolations of private life.

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AN UNFORTUNATE EXPEDITION. 


A Story of the Western Sahara. 


Between the south of Morocco and the 
river Senegal stretches for some hundreds 
of miles a sandy coast which forms the 
western border of the Sahara desert. In- 
land lies a wild and desolate land of low. 
rocky hills and wastes of hot sand, al- 
though here and there in isolated spots, 
where a little rain falls at long intervals, 
may be found clusters of date palms, a 


little rough barley, and enough small bush- 
es and harsh wiry grass to support a few 
sheep.

„ Withal she has a saucy look and mischiev- 


ous, pouting manner that is quite taking. 
She is inclined to be willful, and is some- 
times insubordinate, but those who know 
her best say she never gives another pain 
without immediately repenting the wrong. 

Her father was a miner and lived at 
Harrisburg, Saline County, II., where the 
children were born. When Carrie was 8 
years old, her mother died. Two years later 
death claimed her father, and the four little 
ones were cast upon the world without 
support. 

Carrie found shelter with a Mrs. Westfall 

et rrisburg and remained there until 
the summer of 1898, when Mrs. Westfall, 
being unable to support her longer, took up 
a collection among her neighbors, pur- 
chased a ticket, gave it to Carrie, with her 
blessing, and sent her to St. Louis. 

The child, then only 12 years old, finally 
landed at the Woman's Training School, 
where she made her headquarters at inter- 
vals for six months. Several times the 
managers found her 9 with some re- 
epectable family, but Carrie preferred the 
Training School, and invariably ran away 
from her new quarters and returned to the 
old. The managers finally tired of this, and 
as a last resort, though not considered 
vicious, she was turned over to Mayor 
Walbridge and was committed to the 
House of Refuge on Jan. 22, 1894. ee. 

There little Carrie remained continuously 
for a year and nine months. During that 
time she grew larger and stronger and 
rosier than ever, and gave her superiors 
very little trouble, aside from an occasion- 
al outbreak of childish temper.

St. Louis County Asked fora Franchise 
fora New Road. 


A syndicate composed of Ernest P. Bell, 
Charles Robyn, Louis Bierman, Charles 
Fredericks, Julius Erickson and Philip 
Deuser filed a petition in the St. Louis 


County Court Monday asking for a fifty- 
year franchise to construct and operate 
an electric railway line across the coun- 
try from north to south, a distance of 
nearly twenty-five miles, extending from 
Shady Side, south of Webster Groves. on 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad, to 
Gast's wine gardens, north of Calvary 
Cemetery. 

This proposed road will form a contin- 
uous belt line, skirting the city limits and 
tapping and feeding the twelve steam ‘and 
electric 1ioads now operating eastwardly 
and westwardly’ through the city and 
county. 

BE. P. Bell, the projector of the enter- 

rise, says that ample capital is in reach 

o complete the road. As soon as the Coun- 
ty Court grants the franchise work will be- 
gin and be completed as fast as money can 
do it. The various towns lying north and 
south of the center of the county are prac- 
tically inaccessible to each other save by 
a long detour through the city. This pro- 
posed railroad will serve as a connectin 
endless chain between all points nort 
and south by a system of transfers with 
the connecting lines crossed by the belt. 
The fare for the entire distance is to be 
5 cents. |

In overhauling and sorting the stock on 
the third floor a box was found covered 
with ready-made clothing. In the box, an 
ordinary packing case, was a considerable 
quantity of excelsior and a loose bundle 
of cotton batting soaked with coal oil or 
turpentine. There was also a bucket in 
the box partially filled with turpentine. 
It was in this spot that the fire did the 
most damage. 

Fifty feet away from this box Capt. 
Evans found what appeared to be oil drip- 
ping from a pile of clothing. Investigation 
showed that it was coal ofl and half a 

int of it was scooped up and botttled. 

he contents of the bottle will be analyzed. 

“It was clearly evident to me,” said 
Capt. Evans, to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“that this oll had been poured on the 
clothing. I have no information on which 
I can say who did this, but there is no 
question, that it was a deliberate intention 
to set fire to the premises. The prepara- 
tions were similar to those that have been 
used hundreds of times before in cases of 
arson. 

‘We are making an investigation as thor- 
ough as possible and hope to arrive at 
some clew. As yet we have nothing posi- 
tive.“ 

The building in which the fire occurred 
has been occupied by the firm of B. Prinz 
& Co. for the past ten years. According 
to Mr. Prinz of the firm there were but 
three keys to the store. One was carried 
by himself, another by his partner, H.

DIES IN HUNGARY. 


The Famous Philanthropist Suc- 
cumbs to Heart Disease 


AT HIS KOMORN ESTATE. 


One of His Many Achievements Was 
His Golonization Scheme for 
the Russian Jews. 


VIENNA, April A.- Baron Hirsch died 
this morning of heart disease at his estate 


near Komorn. 


Although the Baron Maurice de Hirsch has 
for several years been known to all the 
people of the civilized world, his name does 
not appear in any of the books devoted to 
biographies of great men. Strange as it 
may seem, this wonderful man, who has 
undertaken the most gigantic enterprises 
in most magnificent manner, whose fortune 


is so vast that no one seems to know its 
limit, whose courage is 80 splendid, whose 
achievements bid fair to have a lasting 
effect upon the world's history, is not even 
mentioned among the notables of the day 
in any of the better known publications. 
There are two possible reasons for this 
omission. One is that only within a few 
years has he arisen before the world like 
another Monte Cristo. Another is that the 
information obtainable concerning him is 
so contradictory in most essential features 
that a biographer would find the effort to 
search out the truth most laborious and 
the results — 11 unsatisfactory. 

His full name is aurice de Hirsch de 
Gereuth. His father was a wealthy mer- 
chant in Bavaria, who, for services ren- 
dered to the state, was ennobled in 1869. | 
After his father’s death the Baron associa- 
ted himself with the European banking 
house of Bischoffsheim & Goldemidt, and 
was the first to plan the system of railways 
leading from Buda-Pesth, in Hungary, to 
Varna, on the Black Sea. By dint of sheer 
vill and financial capabilities of the high- 

‘ er, the Baron's plans were carried 

and great wealth accrued to the orig- 
r of the road. Having married Miss 
offsheim, the Baron some years ago 
' from business.

000. To Russia he made the munificent 
offer of $10,000,000 for public instruction, 
with this sole proviso, that no distinction 
should be made in the application of the 
funds as to race or religion. The Russian 
Government declined. 

Soon afterwards the Baron’s attention 
was directed toward the United States in 
regard to the actual condition of the Rus- 
sian Jews coming here, and plans were 
developed for their relief. The Baron gave 
$240,000, and subsequently monthly payments 
of $10,000 were made since March, 1890. 
Russian emigration was not to be encour- 
aged, but every effort was to be used to 
thoroughly Americanize the newcomers. 
Boys and girls were to be sent to schools, 
model farms were to be provided and co- 
operation was to be sought for. 

Baron Hirsch spent much of his time in 
England, but as the host at his home in 
Paris or on his estates in Austria he was 
said to be magnificent without ostentation. 
The best was none too good for his guests, 
as was evidenced by the fact that the 
Prince of Wales’ set found it pleasant fo 
visit him. The partridge shooting at Rich- 

rn or St. Johann, ot his country es- 

es, is said to be the finest in Europe. He 
Was himself a great sportsman and loved the 
runt. At the same time his habits 
were almost ascetic. The pleasures of the 
table had no Sstraction for him. Sometimes 
he mingled a little red wine with his water. 
He did not smoke, He exercised a great deal,

BAYARD AND OLNEY Ar OUTS 


They Held Op posing Views on the Ven- 
ezuelan Question. 


CHICAGO, April 21.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says: 

There has been serious friction Aween 
Secretary Olney and Ambassador yard 
over the Venezuelan boundary controversy. 
It is said to be of so grave a nature that 
it has strained the personal relations be- 


tween them. Ambassador Bayard in a 
dispatch to this Government set forth his 
opinion that Secretary Olney’s memorable 
letter to Lord Salisbury of July last was 
based on untenable grounds, and that it 
took a position from which the United 
States would inevitably be forced to retreat, 
so far as an attempt to apply the Monroe 
doctrine to the Venezuelan dispute was 
concerned. The dispatch went into the 
matter with considerable detail and was 
emphatic in its character. 

This, it is thought, explains why Lord 
Salisbury’s reply to Secretary Olney’s note 
was almost entirely devoted to a refuta- 
tion of the latter’s position that the Venezu- 
elan boundary dispute came within the 
Monroe doctrine. ut Lord Salisbury was 
in no way prepared for the extremely 
belligerent tone of the President’s message 
to Congress, and had it not been that the 
British premier felt that a complicated 
European and Asiatic situation compelled 
moderation on his part an equally belli- 
cose rejoinder might have come ac” the

As the relations between Secretary 0Ol- 
ney and Senators Sherman and Lodge and 
Chairman Hitt of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee are of an intimate nature, 
it is the general opinion that if the Secre- 
tary had used his influence he could have 
headed off the resolutions censuring Am- 
bassador Bayard.
